LOYONNET 

The great French pianist Loyonnet presented a 
scries of Beethoven Sonata recitals at the Salle Gesu. 
To say that his recitals were a musical and artistic 
success is a gross understatement. His perform- 
ances of thé sonata Op. 53 and S7,'the "Waldstein" 
and the "Appasslonata." yAM undoubtedly rank as 
the musical event of the season. 

M. Loyonnet introduced each selection with a 
few Introductory remarks explaining his inimitable 
Interpretation of these great works. He described 
BeethoVen as n grcnt man troubled by a terrible 
affliction, but who was great enough not to allow 
these sorrows to appear outwardly. This was the 
basis for his intellectual «ther than highly emo- 
tional interpretation of the ."Appasslonata." The 
"Walditein" sonata received a very intereiting per- 
formance. M. Loyonnet presented it as the "Aurora" 
sonata and analyzed tho music carefully to prove 
his point Whilo one may not agree with the par- 
ticular interpretation one must respect the sincerity 
of the artist's convictions.

In hia playing of the later sonatas M< Loyonnet 
did not convince. One might have preferred mora 
depth of feeling, more heaven storming, but to aay 
the least It was more than adequate. 

This reporter looks forwird with great Impa- 
tience to M. Loyonnet's coming recital at His Maj- 
esty's. It will indee(| be more than Just another 
concert 



Tlie time lias come for a slowing of the acti- 
vitjcs which make college life so intercaling; the 
time has come, too, for The Daily to ccaao publi- 
cation. This is always a very difficult period of 
the year for it brings too close tho threat of ex- 
aminations and the hours of study which must 
be put in to overcome the time spent on a multi- 
tude of other tilings during the semester. 

This has been a fairly good year. Wo have 
Been the institution of many improvements and 
the planning for Bcveral otliers. The rchnbilijtji-. 
tion of veterans, still in its early stages last fall, 
now appears to be complete. There have been 
great strides made at Dawson Collcgo to pro- 
vide better study and living facilities. Doubtless 
there is still room for improvement at Daw^n 
but these can only come with lime and a pcrtod 
of trial and. error. This year has seen also the 
plans completed for a Placement Service run by 
the Graduates Society and by tlie University to 
find positions for students and graduates. We 
hope that the committee on policy for the Ser- 
vice will include nt least one undergraduate. The 
present Council has made some progress on that 
■core; thé rest will be up to those who follow 
and who can insure a student voice in this prob- 
lem which concerns us all. 

The session 1946-47 has indicated that apathy 
can be overcome. The record vole in tlic recent 
elections is a heart-wnrming sign thiit students 
can be made to show interest in matters on the 
campus by an cntluisiasm on tlie part of tlie 
candidates. The elections also brought out n de- 
sire for more drive from cam|iu8 leaders. Tho 
President-elect has promised just that- in his 
platform; tho results should prove very inter- 
esting. In a more serious vein, the election 
brought to light the very important problems of 
discrimination and prejudice. While nothing con- 
crete has been nccomnlishcd, by the very fnci; 
that these topics have been discussed in the open 
a greater understanding and appreciation of dif- 
ferent views has been reached. We hope tliat 
those matters will not be allowed to die and to 
go underground but that by more frnnk discus- 
sion McGill will become the more domocrntio. 

On tho sports front the year has been a com- 
plete failure, except for the very successful 
Athletics Nights, which are actually in the realm 
of social life. The dismal football season brought 
matters to a head with the result that a new 
football coach . has been appointed and va new 

Solicy is belhtt'ptit into effect. Wo feel certain 
lat McGill will take her rightful place among 
the leaders of the college league under Vic 
Obeek. 

There' Is still the matter of athletics policy to 
be pursued. A proper grounding for change has 
been made in the past two years. The question 
has been discussed by students, graduates and 
Senate, Whilo no officiai announompent has been 
forthcoming, University authorities are giving 
student views full hearing and a return to the 
old policy of a student hand in decisions involv- 
ing athlelies should result in tlin near future. 

And so another year ends. Like most, it has 
gone quickly but it has left more than its share 
of memories. It has been an education in Itself 
editing The Daily and we , should like to Wiank 
all those who topk the interest to suggest con- 
structive criUoism when it was needed, and the 
many who made the job'casjcr hy being pleasant 
to work with— the Daily staff who de'crA-c n lot 
more credit than tlipy ever pot, Alec Ross. Dave 
Town^cnd, Hcddie Drown and ntlier nicnibp»-s nf 
the Comipil, and last but far from least, ITerb 
Shayne who was a constant pineh-hittcr but who 
never struck out. To our successor, Al Tuni!!— 
good luck and we hope you have as muclf fun 
doSog t))« }ob ai vre-dld,

The McGill Contingent of the 
C.O.T.C. has announced that 109 
applicants have been selected to 
undergo a , three month training 
period this summer, at Corps 
schools ot the Canadian Army (Ac- 
tive Force). The course will en- 
compass general military knowl- 
edge, and the technical training 
necessary for an officer In the par- 
ticular Corps for which the cadet 
has shown preference. 

Umn completion of the summer 
course, if luccessful, the majority 
ot these men will become qualified 
2nd Lieuts. (Reserve Force), while 
28 others, wl^o have had consider 
able previous experience, will be 
granted the King's .Commission in 
the rank of Lieuten'aht' 

Training has been carried on 
during this term for the candi 
dates. At Dawson it was limited to 
ai series of addresses opan to all 
students and designed to assist 
prospective applicants in! selecting 
the corps most suitable to them. 
At McGili, students attended 
winter course on military science 
conducted at the Sir Arthur Currle 
Memorial Gymnasium - Armory 
each Monday evening. 
The coune during the term ii of 
purely academic nature as thé 
new. plan is to give all practical 
training to officer candidates at 
the corps schools In the summer. 

The new post-war officer train- 
ing program, which came into ef 
feet only this year, was generally 
welcomed as a great forward step 
In officer training. It was a rsdi' 
cal departure, however, from any' 
thing practised in the C.O.T.C. be 
fore and there was at first a little 
apprehension as to its possible ef- 
fect on the Contingent at McGilL 
Now, however, the universal feel 
ing of officers and student candi 
datea alike Is that the disappear 
ance of uniform, drill and the 
other outward signs of military 
training on parade nights Is more 
than offset by the more progressive 
methods and the higher standard 
of Instruction which is being car- 
ried on.

In reading the various critieisnu 
of my political comment on the 
controversy between the Quebec 
Censor Board and the French Am- 
bassador, in which I had tried to 
expose the existing conditions in 
this province. I find that most of 
the critics recognize the need for 
change, but are cither Indiffer- 
ent or arc afraid to face the truth. 
Wc, the profjresslvc elements, arc 
not only fighting reaction but also 
apathy. 

I will not try to answer in Icind 
the rather poor and distuteful at- 
tempts ot personal sarcasm on me; 
I am very disappointed that my 
friends" have utilized all t)iia 
space in criticizing my comment 
and have not seen fit to suggest 
one constructive idea towards 
eradicating the existing deplorable 
conditions regarding the material 
and moral welfare ot the people of 
this province, 

I, herein, present the following 
suggestions which are, in the main, 
in line with the demands which 
The Federation of Labor Youth has 
presented to the provincial gov- 
ernment through its delegation to 
Quebec last week., 
1) Vocational. ' 
An additional two years high 
school should be made compulsory 
and free ot charge for everybody 
In this province, and . proper guid- 
ance by QUALIFIED PEOPLE, as 
regard to what trades and courses 
are suited and available for those 
who cannot go to university. _ 
2) RECREATIONAL. 

There should be a program of 
construction of recreational centres 
such as, playgrounds, open air 
swimming pools, etc, and formation 
of various other social and physical 
fitness clubs all financed by 
grants, from the federal and pro 
vincial governments, to municipa- 
lities. This would promote better 
understanding between Canadians 
as a whole. Today the poorer youth 
cnvys his richer neighbours and is 
contented to dream about the many 
paradises of the wealthy class 
children. This can be best illustrât 
jsdj by : çomparing The City ot 
WMtmount with the working claas 
districts ot MontreaL 
Higher WAGES. 

The present minimum wag* ot 
(appx.) 0.2ec an hour is outrageoua 
to say the least Recent aurvey 
conducted by several trade jUniona 
ot Quebec recommends a minimum 
wage of not less than O.BSc per hour, 
This would help to remedy mal 
nutriflon and Improve the material 
welfare ot the working dau ot this 
province, which ia ao badly ex- 
ploited by large monopolies such 
as mining, shoes aqd clothing in- 
dustries to say nothing of the 
DOMINION TETILE COs LARGE 
AND NOTORIOUS SWEAT 
SHOPS. It would also put into 



practice' the progressive people's 
theory that a,^ealttly body pro- 
duces a healthy mind, and there- 
ford a sharp decrease In juvenile 
delinquency is bound to follow. 

Finally, I urge my "controversial 
friends", to pay particular attention 
to the above mentioned suggestions, 
which I had to limit for lack of 
space, and perhaps add some of 
their own, Avhich they think may 
contribute towards PROGRESS. 
Having done that, they should feel 
that they have helped to eman- 
cipate Quebec and acted in a 
mature fashion as should any in- 
telligent and responsable student.
